It seems to me that I have been 
getting a lot of calls in the 
Past few weeks from people who 
are new to computing or new to 
the 2068. I have talked to and 
helped out at least 2 people 
who complained of the Same prob- 
lem: after saving data from a 
program sucb aS VU-FILE, they 
could not retreive the data. 
After testing the computer and 
tape recorder in both cases, I 
tried them with a new copy of 
the program and a new blank 
tape, I found that there was no 
problem with the equipment. I 
then had them bring their copy 
of the program for a test. They 
also checked out OK. Then I 
found that they were not used to 
tapes with a leader and there- 
fore they were losing the first 
bit of data thus preventing the 
data from being retreived. 
cannot stress strongly enough 
the importance of leaving plenty 
Of room at the beginning of your 
tapes to make sure you don’t 
lose any data. I have always 
madé it a habit to START THE 
TAPE RECORDER, COUNT TO 18, THEN 
PRESS THE KEY TO START THE SAVE 
ROUTINE. UsSing this method I 
have had no probtems. I can onty 
hope that this information witt 
Save someone else the frustrat-— 
ion of the same problem.
